Failure to keep the pumps going 


for a single day after suspension of 
work would seriously damage the an- 
thracite mines, it was said. 


PEACE PROPOSALS 


Governor Pinchot of Pennsylvania, 


last .night laid a proposition before 
officials of the miners' union, and 
the representatives-of anthracite coal 
operators on which he asked them K» 
compromise the controversy 
whicn 


threatens to. shut down the mines on 
September 1. His suggestion called 
for a flat increase of 10 percent in 
the pay of all mine workers; for the 
abolition of alUrther than eight hour 
working day arrangements; for the 
dropping by the union of its demand 
for "check-off" collection of dues; 
with the provision that union agents 
might be stationed in company offices 
on pay day to collect from the men; 
for "full recognition of the union 
by the operators" and for acceptance- 
of the principle of collective bargain- 
ing.

have followed the war; to endeavor 
to reconcile divergent Views and se- 
cure general agreement upon the 
rules which- have been in dispute 
heretofore;'to consider the subjects 
not new adequately regulated by in- 
ternational law, but as to which the 
interests of international justice re- 
quire that rules of law shall be de- 
clared and accepted.

ANASTASIA OF 
GREECE DIES 


London, Aug. 30.—Princess Ana- 


stasia, wife of Prince Christopher; of 
Greece, and formerly Mrs. WiUiM. 
B. Leeds, widow of the American tin- 
plate magnate, died In her London 
home-last night. She passed peace- 
fully away at 11:66 without regain- 
ing consciousness. Prince Christo- 
pher, the queen mother, O£a; Wd- 
liam B. Leeds, Jr., ami his wife, 
Princess Xenia, and other members 
of the fsmily were at the bedside. 


The immediate cause of death was 


cancer complicated by cirrhosis ol 
the liver. It is thought likely that 
the body will be sent to the United 
States immediately for Interment in 
the family mausoleum at Woodlawn 
cemetery, New York, where her fath- 
er and mother rest, although some of 
the relatives expressed the hope thav 
the interment might be in the Greek 
royal cemetery at Totol, near Athens, 
where the late King Alexander is 
interred. 
Princess Anastasia, widow of Wil- 


liam B. Leeds, the American "tin. 
plate king," from whom she inherit- 
ed a fortune estimated at *40,000,000,

of our government as conceived and 
established by those who wrote our 
constitution and transmitted it to us 
as a sacred trust forever to main- 
tain and defend," the report said.

the proletariat; and the conserva­ 
tive influence of the American Bar is 
sorely needed and should by all 
means be exercised to Us fullest ex­ 
tent in meeting this issue.” 
Success of the Bar association’s 
service toward better citiscnship will 
depend largely upon avoiding con. 
troversial subjects on which citizens 
may properly 
differ,

full integrity the basic institutions 
of our government as conceived and 
established by those who wrote our 
constitution and transmitted it to us 
as a sacred trust forever to main­ 
tain and defend,” the report said.

Her main offen­ 
sive arm am ent comprises eight 16- 
inch guns, the largest permitted un­ 
der the W ashington convention trea­ 
ty, mounted in four turrets. To make 
these terrifically effective, there is a 
system of fire control declared to be 
superior to any yet emplaced either 
a t sea or on land. The main control 
station is located a t the top of one of 
the 140-foot cage masts, with several 
duplicate stations in more protected 
parts of the ship for use if the mast 
is shot away in action.

A plan for schooling in accident 
prevention, safety methods, and first 
aid activities drawn by a committee 
appointed 
by 
Superintendent 
of 
Schools Peter A. Mortenson will be 
put into practice in the elementary 
schools at the opening of the 
Fall 
term. 
Safety education through slogans 
and 
jingles, 
class 
room 
games, 
themes, dramatization and debates is 
a part of the plan. 
In addition, an 
effort will be made to relate accident 
statistics with the students’ work in 
arithmetic, gram m ar and geography. 
“Experience in several cities has 
shown.” Mr. Mortenson said, 
“that 
safety education in the schools has 
been the most effective agency in 
reducing the number of accidents to 
children.’’ 
. 
The program approved for CMcdgo, 
and believed to be more 
extensive 
than any in use elsewhere was a r ­ 
ranged by principals in schools here, 
in cooperation 
with more 
than BO 
agencies interested in the aims of the 
undertaking. 
“It does not contemplate the addi­ 
tion of a school subject,” Mr. Mor­

In Germany today the dislocated 
population is not large, and the fam ­ 
ilies which have been deported from 
I the Ruhr are for the most part pro- 
I vided with some paper money by the 
government. 
The Russian government, ju st p re ­ 
vious to the decline of the ruble to 
I the million point, had changed its 
I economic policy and discontinued the 
plan whereby it had sought to pVove 
I money u tterly worthless and useless 
by promising workmen actual food 
and clothing and rent and light and 
heat in exchange for their work. Con­ 
sequently Russians 
suddenly 
found 
themselves without food rations 
nr., 
without money as well, as unemploy­ 
ment was widespread. 
The food troubles in Germany are 
largely the result of imperfect distri­ 
bution. There is food in Germany,- bui 
the economic crisis and the unwill­ 
ingness of dealers to sell it for paper 
money which descends in value by 
leaps and bounds are holding the food 
out of the market. Food riots in citieo 
and th reats of confiscation by Com­ 
munists have discouraged the farmers 
and m arket-gardeners from carrying 
th eir products to centers liable to 
disorder. 
It is the old problem of the city

country,

peasant 
against the industrial^ laborer. The 
farm ers are in better - condition in 
Germany than any other class, and 
they are holding th eir products for

The 1922 spring wheat crop ranged 
in gluten content from 10 to 13 per 
rent, while Indications are th at this 
year’s crop will range from 11 to 14 
per cent or higher.

ten t averages considerably higher in 
the western part of the

year than in the Red River valley, it 
was claimed. 
The spring wheat yield in the state 
will be close to 50,000,000
